NASA Jet Soars to Record Speed 


LOS ANGELES I A tiny unmanned NASA 
“scramjet” soared above the Pacific Ocean 
Tuesday at nearly 10 times the speed of sound, 
or almost 7,000 mph, in a successful demon- 
stration of a radical new engine technology. 

The 12 -foot-long X-43A supersonic com- 
bustion ramjet reached about Mach 9.7, said 
Leslie Williams, a spokeswoman at NASA’s 
Dryden Flight Research Center at Edwards 
Air Force Base. 

The exotic aircraft was designed to fly 
under its own power for about 10 seconds 
after separating from a booster rocket at 
110,000 feet, then glide to a splash landing. 


“Once again we made aviation history,” 
said Vince Rausch, Hyper-X program man- 
ager from NASA’s Langley Research Center 
in Virginia. 

The last successful X-43A flight in March, 
reached Mach 6.83, or nearly 5,000 mph, 
setting a world speed record for a plane pow- 
ered by an air-breathing engine. 

Tuesday’s flight was the last in a $230 mil- 
lion-plus effort to test technology most likely 
to be initially used in military aircraft, such as 
a bomber that could reach any target on Earth 
within two hours of takeoff from the United 
States, or to power missiles, john antczak (ap)

Hassan would be first female

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Margaret Hassan, an aid 
worker kidnapped after decades of helping 
Iraqis, was believed murdered, her family and 
aid officials said Tuesday after Al- Jazeera 
television said it received a video showing 
a hooded militant shooting a blindfolded 
woman in the head. 

Hassan was believed to be the first female 
hostage killed in Iraq’s wave of kidnappings. 
More than 170 foreigners have been abduct- 
ed this year, and at least 34 killed. One 
woman — a Polish-Iraqi citizen — remains 
captive. 

Hassan’s family in 
London said the longtime 
director of CARE in Iraq 
was likely the victim, and 
British Foreign Secretary 
Jack Straw said analysis of 
the video showed Hassan 
has “probably been mur- 
dered, although we cannot conclude this 
with complete certainty.” 

The veteran aid worker was abducted in 
Baghdad on Oct. 19 on her way to work, the 
most prominent of the foreigners kidnapped 
in Iraq this year. Her captors issued a series 
of videos showing her weeping and pleading 
for Britons to act to save her. 

On Sunday, U.S. Marines found the muti- 
lated body of what they believe was a Western 
woman on a street in Fallujah during the 
U.S. assault on the insurgent stronghold. The 
U.S. command said the body had not been 
identified as of Tuesday night, mariam fam (ap)

Study Links Sleep to Obesity Risk 


LAS VEGAS I Weight-loss experts 
have a novel prescription for peo- 
ple who want to shed pounds: Get 
some sleep. 

A very large study has found a 
surprisingly strong link between the 
amount of shut-eye people get and 
their risk of becoming obese. 

Those who got less than four 
hours of sleep a night were 73 per- 
cent more likely to be obese than 
those who got the recommended 
seven to nine hours of rest, scientists 


discovered. Those who averaged five 
hours of sleep had 50 percent great- 
er risk, and those who got six hours 
had 23 percent more. 

Researchers used information on 
about 18,000 adults participating in 
the government’s National Health 
and Nutrition Examination Survey 
throughout the 1980s. The survey 
includes follow-up on health habits, 
and researchers adjusted it to take 
into account other factors that affect 
the chances of obesity, (ap)

BAGHDAD I U.S. and Iraqi troops 
recaptured police stations and 
secured bridges in the northern 
city of Mosul on Tuesday in an 
offensive aimed at pushing out 
fighters supporting the insurgent 
stronghold of Fallujah. 

Troops met “very little resis- 
tance” in securing several of the 
dozen or so police stations that 
had been captured by insurgents, 
the U.S. military command said. 
Loud explosions and gunfire could 
be heard as U.S. warplanes and heli- 
copters circled over the city, Iraq’s 
third-largest. 

Mortar shells hit areas near the 
main government building, killing 
three civilians, hospital officials 
said. One American soldier was 
wounded when a car bomb explod- 
ed near a U.S. convoy in western 
Mosul, the military said. 

The U.S.-led offensive is aimed at 
seizing control of the city 225 miles 
north of Baghdad, where gunmen 
stormed police stations, bridges and 
political offices last week. The city’s 
police force was overwhelmed and 
in many places failed to even put up 
alight. Some officers also allegedly 
cooperated with insurgents, (ap)

BAGHDAD I The fatal shooting of a 
wounded and apparently unarmed 
man in a Fallujah mosque by a U.S. 
Marine angered Sunni Muslims in 
Iraq on Tuesday and raised ques- 
tions about the protection of insur- 
gents once they are out of action. 

The shootinghappened Saturday, 
one day after the Marine, who has 
not been identified, was wounded 
in the face and after another man 
in his unit was killed by the booby- 
trapped body of an insurgent. 

The incident could cause major 
political problems for the govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Ayad Allawi 


and his U.S. backers at a time when 
Iraqi authorities are seeking to con- 
tain a backlash among Sunnis over 
the invasion of Fallujah. 

Many Iraqis watched dramatic 
footage of the shooting that aired 
throughout the day on Al- Jazeera. 

“The troops not only violated our 
mosques with their sins and their 
boots but they stepped on our broth- 
ers’ blood,” said Ahmed Khalil, 40, as 
he watched the video in his Baghdad 
shop. “I feel guilty standing here and 
not doing anything.” 

The shooting became public 
Monday with the airing of the foot- 
age taken Saturday by pool corre- 
spondent Kevin Sites of NBC News. 
The 1st Marine Division said in a 
statement Tuesday that it launched

Iraq’s Ancient Treasures Unprotected 


ADDIS ABABA, ETHIOPIA I The U.S.- 
led coalition force in Iraq is failing 
to protect the country’s ancient trea- 
sures from looters or destruction, 
depriving the country of potential 
tourist attractions that could be a 
lucrative future source of revenue, 
the United Nations tourism chief 
said Tuesday. 


The United Nations estimates 
that there are about 100,000 his- 
torical sites in Iraq. After the fall of 
Saddam Hussein’s regime, looters 
stole treasures from the National 
Museum in Baghdad, as well as 
from other museums, libraries 
and archaeological sites. 

Antiques were also damaged dur- 


ing combat, but “the lack of mainte- 
nance and the looting are the most 
serious” threats, said Francesco 
Frangialli, head of the U.N.’s World 
Tourism Organizations. 

“Physical presence is needed out- 
side the museums or archaeological 
sites. This was something that at 
the beginning was supposed to be 
done,” Frangialli said after opening 
a conference on tourism, (ap)

‘We Are Not at War With 
France,’ Gbagbo Says 

Ivory Coast’s embattled leader 
sounded one of the first concilia- 
tory notes Tuesday in his nation’s 
confrontation with its former colo- 
nial ruler, declaring, “We are not at 
war with France.” President Laurent 
Gbagbo spoke at his Abidjan villa, 
which aides confirmed he had not 
left since a Nov. 6 airstrike killed 
nine French peacekeepers and an 
American. Gbagbo rejected imme- 
diate blame for the airstrike, say- 
ing an “inquiry must establish the 
truth and punish those responsible.” 
After the airstrike, French forces 
destroyed Gbagbo’s air force and 
loyalist mobs took to the streets 
in rampages that targeted French 
civilians and troops, (ap) 

KASHMIR 

India to Begin Troop Pullout 

India will begin withdrawing 
some of its troops from Kashmir 
on Wednesday — an important 
step toward easing long-standing 
tensions with rival Pakistan over 
the restive Himalayan region. 
India and Pakistan have fought 
two wars over Kashmir, which is 
divided between them but claimed 
by both in its entirety. Indian Lt. 
Gen. Nirbhay Sharma did not dis- 
close either the number of soldiers 
or the location from which they will 
be pulled back, (ap) 

JAPAN 

China Won’t Confirm Reports 
Its Sub Was Near Okinawa 

China acknowledged Tuesday for 
the first time that one of its sub- 
marines had accidentally crossed 
into Japanese waters last week 
and expressed regret over the 
incursion, Japan’s foreign minis- 
ter said. But China later refused to 
confirm Japanese Foreign Minister 
Nobutaka Machimura’s remarks, 
leaving the two sides publicly at odds 
over an incident that has strained 
relations between the two Asian 
powers. Tokyo had lodged an offi- 
cial protest with Beijing on Friday, 
after the unidentified submarine 
was spotted in Japanese territori- 
al waters near the southern island 
of Okinawa, (ap) 


GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I The mil- 
itant group Hamas on Tuesday 
dismissed a call from interim 
Palestinian leader Mahmoud Abbas 
for a halt to attacks against Israelis 
in the run-up to a Jan. 9 election to 
replace Yasser Arafat. 

Meeting Tuesday with faction 
heads to try to forge unity and 
calm, Abbas made little apparent 
headway. The main issues of con- 
tention were a halt to attacks on 
Israel and power sharing. 


MADRID I The first trial stemming 
from the Madrid terror bombing 
ended after only 25 minutes Tuesday 
with a Spanish teenager pleading 
guilty to charges he helped trans- 
port dynamite used in the attack. 

The 16 -year- old, who said he 
acted unknowingly, accepted the 
prosecutor’s request for a six-year 
term in a juvenile detention cen-

Entering the meeting with 
Abbas, Hamas leaders dismissed the 
truce call. “This subject is not under 
discussion in Hamas,” said Ismail 
Haniyeh, a leader if the Islamic 
group. Another leader, Mahmoud 
Zahar, said first Israel must stop 
its attacks, and then Hamas would 
consider how to respond. 

Islamic Jihad leader Sheik Nafez 
Azzam said it was “too early” to con- 
sider a cease-fire. “The top priority 
is to confront the [Israeli] occupa- 


bation.

King James I denounced tobacco as 
“loathsome to the eye, hateful to the 
nose, harmful to the brain, danger- 
ous to the lungs,” the British govern- 
ment is taking heed. It announced 
plans Tuesday to ban smoking in 
most public places, including restau- 
rants and pubs that serve food. 

Britain’s smoky pubs are at the 
heart of the nation’s social life, and 
the trend toward “gastropubs” that 
serve meals as well as booze means 
the proposed ban will affect many 
drinking establishments. 

Reid said only 20 percent of 
pubs and bars would be exempt 
from the ban because they serve 
no food. The ban, which would 
apply only to England, would be 
phased in over four years. 

If Reid’s proposal becomes law, 
Britain would be one of a handful of 
European countries to outlaw smok- 
ing in many public places since New 
York City made headlines with a 
strict ban last year. 

Ireland became the first to ban 
smoking in all enclosed workplaces 
this year, and Norway and Sweden

Flight Attendants 
Threaten to Strike 


Union accuses airlines 
of using bankruptcy 
filings to force pay cuts 

PITTSBURGH! The nation’s largest 
flight attendants union said Tuesday 
it would hold strike -authorization 
votes at four major airlines, accus- 
ing the industry of using the bank- 
ruptcy process to cut workers’ pay 
and other benefits. 

“Flight attendants are being 
forced to work longer hours with 
reduced rest time, and all for ever- 
decreasing wages,” said Patricia 
Friend, president of the Association 
of Flight Attendants. 

The union has 46,000 members 
employed by 26 airlines, but the four 
immediately at issue are United, US 
Airways, ATA and Hawaiian. The 
strike votes should be tallied by the 
end of December. After that, union 
officials plan to await the outcome 
of the airlines’ bankruptcy proceed-

Wholesale Prices Highest in 14 Years 


WASHINGTON I Wholesale prices 
— catapulted by more expensive 
energy and food — soared last 
month by the largest amount in 
more than 14 years. 

The Producer Price Index, which 
measures the costs of goods before 
they reach store shelves, jumped by 


1.7 percent in October, compared 
with a tiny 0.1 percent in September, 
the Labor Department reported 
Tuesday. The increase was the 
largest since January 1990. 

Wholesale gasoline and home 
heating oil prices were up by 17 
percent for the month. 


Food prices, meanwhile, jumped 
1.6 percent in October, compared 
with a tiny 0.1 percent rise in 
September. October’s increase, the 
most in a year, was led by soaring 
costs for vegetables. 

On Wall Street, the report helped 
to push stocks lower. The Dow Jones 
industrials lost 62.59 points to close 
at 10,487.65. (ap)

New Grand Cherokee stays true to its roots 


ROADTESTI Some SUVs nowadays 
are little more than glorified station 
wagons. But the 2005 Jeep Grand 
Cherokee’s designers ensured that 
it remain a pure Jeep SUV. 

So, while the new Grand 
Cherokee rides more quietly and 
comfortably than its predecessor, 
it retains its high stance and off- 
road prowess — and Jeep’s signa- 
ture toothy grille and trapezoidal 
wheel openings. Round headlights 
enhance the “Jeepness.” 

There also are three new four- 
wheel drive systems, a new front 
suspension and the GC’s first rack- 
and-pinion steering system, which 
strikes a nice balance between ease 
of operation and road feedback. 

The new front suspension is 


independent and has 10 percent 
more up and down travel for off- 
roading. The rear suspension, still 
solid axle, has been refined, said 
DaimlerChrysler, and its shock 
absorbers realigned to reduce the 
side-to-side wobble that engineers 
describe with the unfortunate term 
“head toss.” 

The 5.7-liter “Hemi” V-8 makes 
325 hp. Notably, the Hemi has 
Chrysler’s new “multidisplace- 
ment” system which saves fuel by 
deactivating four cylinders when 
they’re not needed. Aerodynamic 
improvements have reduced wind 
noise. This is a very quiet-riding 
vehicle. Structural improvements 
have resulted in a stiffer unitized 
body structure. 


Beyond just the grille, the 2005’s 
look is fresh, yet familiar, with the 
door sills higher. DaimlerChrysler 
says this gives the vehicle a more 
“substantial” look. 

Inside, the materials look rich, 
gauges are easy to read and controls 
are well located and self-explana- 
tory.

TESTS I More than half of car seats 
do not do a good job of preventing 
whiplash injuries, tests by the insur- 
ance industry show. 

The Insurance Institute for 


Highway Safety, in test results 
released Sunday, said that General 
Motors Corp. cars were among the 
worst performers, and Volvo and 
Saab cars were among the best. 

Altogether, 97 seat and head- 
rest combinations in 88 cars were 
studied. 

Eight seats earned the institute’s 
highest rating, including those in

Makers of animated 
films think it’s time 
Oscar rewards them 

STATUE SEASON I The setting was 
Spago in Beverly Hills; the decor 
was Far Far Away. The restaurant 
was transformed into the mythi- 
cal land seen in “Shrek 2,” osten- 
sibly to promote the DVD launch 
of the highest-grossing animated 
film in history. 

But as the paparazzi flashed 
away at Eddie Murphy, Mike Myers 
and Julie Andrews, and as hundreds 
of industry insiders milled about 
sipping wine and munching stir- 
fried lamb in lettuce cups, anoth- 
er reason for the evening became 
apparent: The Oscar campaign for 
“Shrek 2” was shifting into gear. 

In a year when no single live- 
action movie has emerged to over- 
shadow the competition, some 


animated films may have a shot at 
best-picture nominations. 

To date, only one animated film 
has ever received abest-picture nom- 
ination in the Academy Awards’ 76 
years, the Walt Disney Co.’s 1991 fairy 
tale, “Beauty and the Beast.” 

“How can you keep avoiding it 
when it’s like the elephant in the 
room?” asked Andrews, who sup- 
plies the voice of Queen Lillian in 
“Shrek 2.” “There are so many great 
animated movies these days.” 

As the genre continues to push 
its creative boundaries and deliver 
blockbuster box-office receipts, it 
is increasingly difficult for acad- 
emy voters to discount animated 
movies. 

Among the films in the running 
are “Shrek 2” from DreamWorks; 
“The Incredibles” from Pixar 
Animation Studios; and “The Polar 
Express” from Warner Bros. 

The growing popularity and 


sophistication of animated mov- 
ies led the academy to give the 
genre its own category a few years 
ago. The first Oscar for animated 
feature was awarded in 2002, to 
“Shrek.” The new category was wel- 
comed by many in the animation 
community, but others wondered 
whether it was an attempt to ditch 
the competition. 

“A vast majority of academy 
members are in live -action, and 
they don’t want these animators 
to get the awards they are working 
so hard toward,” said Kevin Koch, 
president of the 1,900 -member 
Animation Guild and a character 
animator on “Shrek 2.” 

DreamWorks partner Jeffrey 
Katzenberg, the executive pro- 
ducer of “Shrek 2,” disagreed. 

“No one is denying these films the 
right to be nominated as best film 
and best animated film,” he said.

BACKSTAGE I Writhing worm din- 
ners. Body bag handcuff escapes. 
Horse rectum entrees. Cars plum- 
meting to the concrete down the 
side of a building. Believe it or not, 
there are specialists whose jobs 
involve brainstorming ever more 
disgusting repasts and terrifying 
stunts. And NBC’s “Fear Factor” 
has the best in the business. 

“Fear” assistant production coor- 
dinator Josh Silberman is behind 
the intestinal dishes, the buffalo 
testicles, the flies-and-blended- 
maggot liquid concoction — he 
taste tests everything. 

“If I can’t keep it down, then 
maybe it’s not edible,” Silberman 
said. Of course, added Silberman, 
“If they puke, my stock soars.” 

Silberman claims not to use 
recipes for his gross-out cuisine. 
Instead, he works with his “gross - 
stunt team” and “gross producer” 
Scott Larsen to work out a par- 
ticular show’s needs. Then he goes 
shopping. 

“If they say we need to use cow 
eyeballs this week, I’ll go and pick 
them up at a USDA-approved 
slaughterhouse.”

BASEBALL I The Expos made their 
first big splash since announcing 
their move to Washington, agreeing 
Tuesday to a $6.2 million, two-year 
contract with third baseman Vinny 
Castilla and a $16.8 million, four- 
year deal with shortstop Cristian 
Guzman. 

Castilla, 37, hit .271 with 35 
homers and an NL-leading 131

Maryland Ready for Pickup Game 


Terps aim to build off of ACC championship 


COLLEGE HOOPS I It took five months 
and 25 games last season before the 
Maryland basketball team to final- 
ly began to play up to its potential. 
Coach Gary Williams can only hope 
this year’s squad doesn’t have a sim- 
ilar flair for the dramatic. 

The Terrapins were 14-11 over- 
all and 5-9 in the Atlantic Coast 
Conference until March, when 
they put together a six-game win- 
ning streak that netted the school’s 
first league title since 1984 and an 
11th consecutive berth in the NCAA 
tournament. 

“I really think we got better as 
the year went on,” Williams said. 
“It will be interesting to see where 
we go from there.” 

A year ago, Williams entered 
the season with one of the young- 
est teams he’s ever had at Maryland. 
With five freshmen, four sophomores 
and senior center Jamar Smith, the 
Terrapins never jelled until it became 
absolutely imperative. 

Williams is seeking a far more 
routine route into the NCAA tour- 
nament from a squad ranked 15th 
in The Associated Press poll. 

The Terrapins shouldn’t have 
much trouble in their opener Friday 
night against Jackson State, or with 
Mercer on Nov. 23. But Maryland 
then faces Memphis, Wisconsin on 


the road and a possible matchup 
with Michigan State in the finals 
of the BB&T Classic. 

The loss of Smith should hurt, 
but freshman James Gist showed 
flashes of brilliance during the pre- 
season and junior college transfer 
Sterling Ledbetter 
will add depth to 
a backcourt that 
includes Gilchrist, 
Chris McCray, D. J. 
Strawberry and 
Mike Jones. The 
biggest question is 
whether 6 -foot- 8 Travis Garrison, 
6-9 Ekene Ibekwe and 6-10 Hassan 
Fofana can provide enough size and 
bulk under the basket. 

Despite their status as defend- 
ing ACC champs, the Terrapins have 
four conference teams ranked ahead 
of them in the preseason poll. If they 
don’t display hard work, unselfish 
play and a spirited defense, then 
they will be pressed to extend the 
school’s ongoing record run of 
NCAA appearances. 

“Last year we were a very young 
team, very immature. We were 
going into the season basically 
blind,” Strawberry said. “This year 
we’re all on the same page, and we 
know what we have to do to be a

Finding good wines 
at attractive prices is 
an art form all its own 

A $45 Burgundy can be beautiful, 
but for those who like a bottle on an 
ordinary Monday night, a solid, $10 
Cote du Rhone is gorgeous. 

Faced with aisles of unknown 
bargain bottles, how do civilians tell 
the promising from the plonk? 

Cotes du Rhones are safe bets. 
They’re well made and easy to drink, 
and come from a region that has not 
been progressively overpriced. 

Buy the wines that made that 
region famous. From Italy, buy 
Chiantis rather than Merlots. If you 
see a Rioja from Spain, chances are 
good that it will be decent. Turn to 
Germany for whites, particularly 
Rieslings. 

Avoid European wines that carry 
California varietal labels, such as 
Chardonnay and Cabernet. Merlot 
from Sicily, for instance, is proba- 
bly a corporate marketing gimmick.

I’ve never cooked a duck or a goose. 
If I chuck a duck in the oven, is a 
barrel of grease gonna ooze out and 
ignite the premises? What’s the 
degree of difficulty here? 

Duck and goose are definitely 
fattier, but the duck will yield more 
meat than the goose. In my opinion, 
you get more bang for your buck with 
the duck. No need to worry about 
burning the house down if you’re 
roasting. Have you got yourself a 
heavy-bottomed roasting pan? 

I am trying to cook ahead and freez- 
ing stuff. Do you have any tips on 
what to wrap things in, etc.? 

Here’s what I’d freeze if I were 
freezing anything: cranberry sauce, 
rolls, pie dough, stock, soup (if it’s a 
puree without dairy). Anything with 
dairy doesn’t freeze well. Airtight 
containers, please. Pie you can make 
Tuesday night or Wednesday. Keep 
them in the fridge, covered up. 

I was thinking of making mashed 
sweet potatoes. There are a bunch of 
recipes online but what do you think 
of some of the ingredients: Orange 
juice? Marshmallows? Bourbon 


actually sounded pretty good to me. 

I think marshmallows are totally 
gross with sweet potatoes. I know, 
I’m probably ticking a lot of people 
off by saying that, but I don’t care. 
Sweet potatoes are so wonderful on 
their own without candy. Orange 
juice is nice, but go easy. You’ll be 
surprised at how little enhance- 
ment you need. A little cinnamon, 
cayenne, nutmeg, some walnuts 
or pecans. 

What is the best-tasting bird: stan- 
dard roasted, brined and roasted, or 
deep-fried? I was planning on brin- 
ing a bird for the first time, but I’m 
really tempted to buy a turkey fryer. 

I’m partial to a brined bird, but 
that’s only if I’ve got the time and 
space to do so.
